With a complete board of trustees 
to be elected this year, the bi-ennial 
election of city trustees will take 
place next Tuesday, April 11. 

It is the first time since the city 
was originally incorporated that it 
has been necessary to fill all five 
places at once. Elective terms or 
Trustees Mitchell, Webster and Alley 
expire this year. Trustees Karicofe 
and Richards were appointed to fin 
the vacancies and in such cases a suc¬ 
cessor is elected at the next succeed¬ 
ing election.

Winning by a vote of 92 to 19, he 
bonds for the proposed addition to 
the public school building were given 
_ unmistakable upproval by the voters 
- on Tuesday. 

The five-to-one proportion was 
much more impressive, however, than 
g the total of the vote cast. The fact 
3 that only 111 voters took the trouble 
to vote did not speak loudly for the 
degi-ee of public inerest in education. 

Plans having been drawn by Archi- 
j tect Nourse, work on the new addition 
. iwill be hastened as much as possible, 
r The congested condition of the present 
school facilities demands that no time 
f be lost. 

5 As the plans have been drawn, the 
. new additions will preserve the gen- 
r eral type of the present building 
; which is generally regarded as being 
' an unusually attractive frame strut* 

. lure. The two-story additions are ex¬ 
pected to make the south front more 
impressive. The upper floors having 
entrance from the patio and the lower 
floors having entrance from the out¬ 
side ground level, will afford (he un- 
j usual advantage of making every 
room in the building a ground floor 
rooms, each with its own entrance. 

It is expected that the proposed 
I additions will provide for the school's 
! growth for four or five years to com*, 
i This will give time to make careful 
: surveys nnd estimates of probable fu- 
: ture development of the schools and 
' f^e mapping out of a permanent 
building program.

FREE SEEDS 

Congressman Lineberger asks in a 
personal letter (to all newspaper men 
of his district) for an expression of 
opinion as to the best way to distri¬ 
bute free seed. This being a matter 
not concerned in any way with parti¬ 
san politics and the policy of the News 
being independent in party politics 
anyway, there can be no imputation 
of partisan bias on this great and 
burning question. 

Here’s my advice: Let Uncle Sam 
go out of the free seed business and 
let seeds be distributed through ordin¬ 
ary commercial channels the same as 
any other merchandise. 

The government would save several 
hundred thousand dollars a year. It 
might be squandered on other thing* 
just as foolish. But that’s something 
else again! 

Eliminating free seeds would also 
stop a great economic waste. A large 
proportion of those seeds are never 
planted. If planted, they are not cul¬ 
tivated and brought to maturity. 

Free Seeds a Joke 

It has been customary for congress¬ 
men to send a lot of the free seed 
packages to newspapers or to post¬ 
masters to be passed on to the con- 
gfessman’s constituents. Having dis¬ 
tributed them both ways for a number 
of years, I have had a pretty good 
chance to observe the popular reaction 
toward them. 

Few people take the government’s 1 
free seeds very seriously. Most peo¬ 
ple like to get something for nothing, j 
But they seldom appreciate it after 
they get it. 

A few people ask for the govern -1 
ment seeds from year to year. A few j 
more will take them if offered. Many j 
people don’t care a whoop whether! 
there are free seeds or not. A great 
many regard them as typical of the 
useless expenditure of public money 
as a means of courting political popu¬ 
larity. 

As vote winners free seeds as about 
as useful as a button on a hat. The j

congressman who has the courage and 
ability to put up a winning fight 
I against the free seed abuse and have 
it cut out of the budget will get more 
; desirable free advertising than could 
be bought with the cr-ms raised from 
! a year’s supply of tne seed. 

However, the average congressman 
; plays safe where there is danger of 
: offending even the least of his con- 
j stituents. He is usually as cautious 
against giving offense as the farmer 
J who received a package of seed in an 
official envelope with the endorsement 
! which brought it postage free read¬ 
ing “Penalty for private use $300.” 
To avoid the risk of prosecution the 
man plowed up a strip of land along 
the roadside and planted the seed 
there. He wasn’t going to be caught 
with any of it on his private land if 
there was danger of somebody enforc¬ 
ing that $300 penalty. 

SALESMANSHIP IN 

LIBRARY SERVICE 

Rearrangement of books and per¬ 
iodicals works just like the new dis¬ 
play of merchandise in a store, in the 
judgment of Miss Elsie Rogers, libra¬ 
rian of the Sierra Madre library. 
Since taking charge of the library a 
few weeks ago Miss Rogrs has made 
a number of changes which appeared 
to her to make the material more ac¬ 
cessible and systematic. It has had 
the result of calling library patrons’ 
attention to things which have been 
in the library all along but which they 
had happened to overlook. 

One double rack containing fiction 
and a similar rack containing non-fic¬ 
tion have been reversed as to posi¬ 
tion. The result is that many habit¬ 
ual readers of fiction went to the old 
location and found themselves look¬ 
ing over the shelves of non-fiction. 
Some of them found some alluring ti¬ 
tles under various classifications of 
history, psychology, philosophy, reli¬ 
gion, finance and economics and a new 
field of reading opened up to them, 

Miss Rogers expresses herself as 
delighted with her work in Sierra 
Madre. Relations with library pa¬ 
trons have been exceedingly pleasant 
and she likes the town very much. 
With a real librarian’s instinct for 
finding things to do, she finds her 
time well filled.

school near Cambridge Illinois, where I 
two sons were bom, Rcllin Wood, now ! 
living at Arvilla, North Dakota, and I 
Loren Wood of New York City. In 
1879-80 they pioneered to North Da- j 
kota, spending their winters in Gen- | 
esee, Illinois. Mr. Wood died in 1888, j 
and some six years later she married \ 
John L. Davis, and together they con- j 
tinucd philanthropic work until he < 
died in 1907. 

Mrs. Davis had suffered consider- : 
ably during the last year but she kept 
it from most of her friends, and con¬ 
tinued in interest in others. On a 
much worn sheet of paper, in her bag, 
the following was found:
